hospitals, police said several oth­ 
ers were treated at the scene. 
A Roman Catholic priest s a i d 
be administered the church's fi­ 
nal rue* to five victims, two of 
whom he believed "were dead or 
dying,'' but police officials said 
no fatalities had been reported.

Among the reports was one from 
Don Wexler. representing P a l m 
Springs Safety Council, who said 
that it was his personal belief 
tha< the fir* wa* contained very 
well. He said, however. that the 
Safety Council was de.sirious of 
having a "disaster code" written 
into the city ordinances. 
"We must feel fortúnale ( b a t 
the fir# did not break out in the 
Desert Farmers Market during 
the daytime hours when hundreds 
of customers were there." said 
Wexler. "Because of the type of 
construction, the fire enveloped it 
very faet and almost certainly 
would have caused an even great­ 
er disaster.” 
ALA, PHASES OF the investiga­ 
tion were looked into by b o t h 
local and state investigators, and 
all agreed that the fire was han­ 
dled in an "efficient" manner.

Certainly economic aid is es­ 
sential, but like the 32 billion 
before it, can only prove tem­ 
porary.

WEIJ,, LAST NIGHT your cul­ 
tured correspondent made a TV 
show. We made it on Videotape.
